Although  it  is  pleasing  to  see  that  a 
considerable  number  of  children  have  received  a  booster  dose  against 
Diptheria  before  starting  school^  it  is  distressing  to  find  that  a 
number  of  parents  will  not  allow  their  children  to  be  immunised  at 
this  age.  Most  of  these  children  were  never  protected  against 

diptheria  in  infancy *  Several  outbreaks  of  diptheria  have 
recently  been  reported,  from  different  parts  of  the  country*  Parents 
should  remember  that  although  poliomyelitis  has  stolen  the  limelight 
in  recent  years 9  diptheria  can  recur  at  any  time  with  all  the  dangers 
and  complications  that  were  commonplace  twenty  years  ago*

POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION 

By  the  end  of  the  year  -  7986  children 
aged  under  15  years  in  the  Wensleydale  Local  Health  Area*  of  which 
Leyburn  Rural  District  is  part,  had  been  vaccinated  with  two  injections. 

This  figure  represents  some  89%  of  all  the 
children  under  15  years  of  age,  compared  with  92%  in  i960.  In  addition, 
some  3663  older  persons  have  also  received  two  injections  and  10.302 
children  have  received  a  third  injection.

During  1961  householders  as  usual 
enjoyed  a  sufficient  quantity  of  water  for  all  domestic  purposes. 

It  must  he  stated?  however,,  that 

maintaining  the  pressures  and  quantities  required  is  becoming  very 
difficult  as  the  consumption  is  steadily  increasing  year  by  year. 

During  late  summer  and  autumn  for  quite 
a  few  years  now?  our  three  main  sources  of  supply  -  Sowden  Beck? 
Cranehow  Bottom  and  Penhill  have  not  been  yielding'  sufficient  water 
and  we  have  had  to  resort  to  pumping  with  portable  pumps*  This  is 
not  satisfactory?  but  no  doubt  when  the  Dales  Water  Board  eventually 
is  formed  and  the  responsibility  for  supplying  an  unlimited  amount 
of  clean  and  wholesome  water  for  all  consumers  in  the  district  is 
turned  over  to  them?  the  members  of  the  Board  appointed  by  Leyburn 
Rural  District  Council  will  point  out  the  difficulties,  and  weaknesses 
of  our  present  sources  and  distribution  systems  to  the  Board  and 
shall  strive  to  have  them  made  good  as  quickly  as  possible,!. 

The  parishes  of  Redmire?  Castle  Bolton?: 
Garriston?  Carlton?  Melmerby?  West  and  East  Scrafton  all  have  piped 
Water  supplies  that  are  not  under  the  control  of  the  Rural  District 
Council?  about  one  sixth  of  our  total  population  is  thus  served. 

More  attention  should  be  paid  to  these 
parishes  in  the  matter  of  quality  and  sufficiency. 

The  Bedale  Rural  District  Council 
trunk  main  continued  to  satisfactorily  supply  consumers  in  the 
Bellerby?  Barden?  Hauxwell#  Hunton*  area.  The  pressure  in  the 

trunk  main  has  varied  very  little  since  the  Bedale  R.  D „  Council 
erected  a  pumping  station  at  Bellerby  a  few  years  ago. 

The  waters  obtained  from  Wit ton  Fell? 
Penhill  and  Cranehow  are  always  soft  and  slightly  plumbo  solvent  and 
so  for  may  years  now  lead  pipes  have  not  been  used  for  conveying 
o.r inking  water  in  the  area.  At  Sowden  Beck  Reservoir?  machinery 
is  installed  to  add  lime  to  the  water  which  neutralises  its  acidity 
and  hardens  the  water  slightly,

During  the  year*  as  in  the  past*  Leyburn 
Rural  District  Council  has  continued  its  progressive  policy  in 
regard  to  se  -age  disposal  schemes*  The  number  of  post-war  schemes 
completed. within  the  district  clearly  indicates  the  extent  to  which 
the  Council  have  gone  to  implement  this  policy*  and  a  record  that 
will  compare  favourably  with  most  authorities  of  similar  size  and 
income-.  When  the  present  schemes  under  construction  at  the  moment 
are  completed*  eleven  of  the  major  villages  will  have  modern  sewers 
and  disposal  works*  which  have  been  completed  during  the  post-war 

years.  .  Future  schemes  under  preparation  are  for  the  villages  of 

Carlton, -Melmerby,  Thornton  Steward  and  Horsehouse*  the  first  and 
second  villages  are  to  be  included  in  a  combined- scheme.  On  the 
completion  of  these*  the  only  villages  left  of  any  size  are  Redmire 
and  Hauxwell.  Many  of  the  smaller  hamlets  are  connected  to  various 
septic  tanks  which  are  generally  satisfactory.  The  full  effect  from 
a  public  health  point  of  vi ew  can  only  be  appreciated  when  one  visits 
village-  after  a  scheme  has-  been  in  operation  for  a  year.  Many  of 
the  villages  are- situated  in  close  proximity  to  a  stream*  this  prior 
tc  the  introduction  of  sewers  acted  on  their  behalf  -  in  places  a

To-day*  the  water  in  the  streams  runs  and  ripples 


crystal  clear*  an  asset  to  the  village  and  the  community*  a  credit 
to  the  planners  and  an  example  to  the  hard  core  of  die-hards  who 
oppose  such  schemes  because  grandfather  did  without. 

The  supervision  and  maintenance  of  all 
our  works  is  undertaken  by  a  mobile  team  of  two  men  with  a  Land  Rover 
to  convey  themselves  and  their  equipment »  In  addition  they  attend 

to  all  blocked  and  defective  sewers  and  operate  a  Vacci  Tank  service 
for  the  emptying  of  septic  tanks*  the  latter  is  operated  from  the 
Land  Rover  and  the  service  is  charged  to  the  individual.  It  is 

anticipated  that  the  demand  on  the  service  will  increase  in  view  of 
the  Public  Health  Act.  -  1961  and  the  treatment  of  farm  sewage. 

Whilst  allowance  for  treatment  is  being 
allowed  in  all  future  works*  many  local  farmers  appear  to  favour 
tanks  on  their  own  land*  the  contents.,  to  be  emptied,  on  the  land  by 


our  Vacci  Tank  as  and  when  required*  rather  than  pay  for  treatment. 


No  real  decision  has  been  made  and  until  comparative  costs  can  be 
given  to  the  farmer*  naturally  they  willlnot  make  a  decision  and  they 
ire  looking  for  the  cheapest  method  of  disposal.

Fprty  four  dwellings  during  1961  were 
improved  by  means  of  a  Standard  Grant.  Two  applications  only  were 
refused.  This  is  a  great  improvement  upon  the  previous  year  when 

only  thirty  four  applications  were  approved.  An  average  of  £68  per 
dwelling  was  given*  The  applications  were  most  numerous  in  the 
villages  that  have  been  recently  sewered,  Sixteen  were  from  farm 
houses  and  isolated  cottages?  so  situated  that  it  is  unlikely  that  a 
main  sewerage  scheme  will  ever  be  available.  In  all  these  cases, 
septic  tanks  were  constructed.  ,  .'Much  time  is  spent  upprm  these 
projects?  advising  owners?  builders  and  occupiers  and  checking  costs 
upon  completion  of  the  works.  Many  more  property  owners  should 

improve  their  property  by  means  of  grants  *

handle  ordinary  milk.  In  the  small  villages  and  hamlets*  householders 
obtain  their  supplies  direct  from  farmer  producers  by  arrangement 
with  the  authorities.  Bottling  is  not  undertaken  at  these  farms. 


DISPOSAL  OF  UNSOUND  FOOD 

Food  found  unfit  for  human  consumption 
and  surrendered  by  shop  keepers  and  others  is  destroyed  by  burning. 
Unsound  meat  from  the  slaughterhouse  is  taken  away  by  contractors  each 
Wednesday*  It  is  processed  and  converted  into  fertilisers  and  animal 
foods.
